Henry Dnvld Thorcnn 


Just 100 years ago today Henry r>o- 
Iri Thoreau, writer, philosopher, n.-u- 
uralist and Individualist, was horn in 
Concord. Mnss.. 
,\nd because of his 
Intlmale acquaintance "\vith the rivers 
flnri rivor hanks In and around I.oss-i-;i 
it is always ploasanl'and intaregtlng-to 
recall his story of "A Week on ihe Con- 
cord and Merrimack Rivers." 
Thoteau was horn July 12, 1817. at 
Concord, of French parentage.. From 
his early boyhood he was a lover of 
nature. an>: the peaceful countiy (own 
in which ho spent practically n i l Ma 
life was especially suitable, for the £OE- 
toring of that intimacy of'natural l!:<i 
which It was his good fortune to have. 
Ho was graduated from 
Harvard 
in 
1S37 and was not considered unusually 
hrllliant In any 
of his • courses.. . Upon 
his graduation he startled his 
friends 
by announcing that he did not intend 
to follow any 
special profession 
he- 
cause he thought that a man should 
spend as little time as possible In the 
lahor hy which he was to gain his ma- 
terial needs, and 
should dcvoto tni 
greater part of his life In learning how 
to live a'fi his Creator intended htm to 
liveAt any rate, 
he started 
to 
teach 
nchobl with his brother, but 
this 
nc 
gave up In a short time. His father 
was a manufacturer of lead pencils.' 
and Henry's interest'turned to this for 
a while. 
He succeeded in making a 
pencil that was the equal of the best 
London manufacture, and his friends 
congratulated him now that his for- 
tune was assured. 
But Thoreau said 
that he had no Intention of doing over 
again what ho hart once accomplished. 
Life was too short.' ' 
Thoreau was a great 
walker, and 
nothing delighted him.more than a long 
stroll in the -woods and fields. He t>e- 
camn 
Intimately acquainted with the 
topography of tho-land around 
Con- 
cord and this, combined with an excel- 
lent knowledge of mathematics, nat- 
urally led to his becoming a surveyor. 
He was succftssful In this undertaking, 
and If he had any real livelihood earn- 
ing profession In his Hie It was this. 
But Thoreau was never a rich man, Be- 
cause he believed that- a- man .should 
live as cheaply a» possible, 
nnd find 
wealth In the things of. Nature., .In the 
course of his Ufa ho' wrote numerous 
magazine articles and letters to his 
probably -most Intimate friend, Emor- 
son 
But these wore not collected and 


published until after his death, *"<> the 
only two books which ho did publish 
wern "Walden" and "A \Veek on the 
Concord nnd Merrimack River*,'

CBS 
to the mino owners and manufacture 
ers.of the country, which will prob- 
ably, do more to settle the controversy 
over :cost*of production and profits than 
any previous undertaking on the part 
ot the government.

The president 
did not 
specifically 
mention the steel situation. 
"While hU 


address is directed at mine owners and 
manufacturers generally, the sum and 
substance of it is that all persons en- 
gaged in producing and manufactur- 
ing war materials and supplies for 
domestic use should perform "a great 
duty, a great privilege," by subordinat- 
ing" profit-making to patriotism.

"My Follow Countrymen—The gov- 
ernment is about to attempt to deter- 
mine the prices at winch it, will ask 
you henceforth to furnish various sup- 
plies which are necessary for the prose- 
cution of the war and various ma- 
terials which will be needed in the in- 
dustries by which tho war must be 
sustained. 
' 
"We shall, of course, try to deter- 
mine them justly and to tho best ad- 
vantage o£ tho nation as a whole; but 
Justice is easier to .speak 01 than to 
arrive at, and there are some consid. 
eratlons which I hope we shall Keep 
steadily in mind whilo this particular 
problem of justice is being worked 


"i 
therefore take the liberty of 
stating very candidly my own view oi 
the situation and ot the principles 
which should Kulcle both the govern- 
ment and the mine owners and manu- 
facturers of tho country in this dif- 
ficult matter. 


A Just Price 


"A Just prico must, of course, he. 
paid for everything the government 
buys. By a Just price I mean a prlco 
which will sustain tho Industries con- 
cerned in 
a. high state ot .otlieiency. 
provide a living for those who conduct 
them, enable them to pay good wageB, 
and make possible tho expansions ot 
their enterprises, which will (rom timo 
to time become necessary as the stu- 
pendous undertakings of this great 
war develop. 
. , 
"We could not wisely or reasonably 
do less than pay such prices. They are 
necessary for the maintenance and de- 
velopment of industry, and the main- 
tenance and development of industry 
are necessary for the great tusk we 
have in hand. 
' "But I trust we shall not surround 
the matter with a mist of sentiment. 
Facts are our masters now. "WeouKht 
not to put the acceptance of such 
prices on the ground of patriotism. 
"Patriotism has nothing to do wltn 
profits in a case like this. Patriotism 
and profits ought never in the present 
circumstances be mentioned together. 
It Is perfectly proper to discuss prof- 
its as a matter of business, with a 
view to maintaining the integrity of 
capital and the efficiency o£ labor in 
these tragical months when the liberty 
of free men .everywhere and of indus- 
try itself trembles in the balance, but 
It would be absurd to discuss them as 
a motive for hepling to serve and save 
our country. 
Take Nn T*}11 of Heroism 


"Patriotism leaves profits out of the 
question. 
In these days o( our su- 
preme trial, when we ara sending .iun- 
dreds of thousands of our young m".n 
across the seas to servo o great cause, 
no true man who stays behind to worK 
for them and sustain them by Ms la- 
bor will ask himself what he is per- 
sonally going to make out of that 


"No true patriot will permit himself 
to take toll of their heroism in money 
or seek to grow rich by the shedding 
of their blood. Ho will give as freely 
and with as unstinted self-sacrifice as 
they. When they are giving their lives 
will he not give at least his money? 
"I hear it insisted that more than a 
Just price, more than a price that will 
sustain our Industries must be paid 
that it is necessary to pay vory lib- 
eral and unusual profits In order to 
'stimulate 
production;1 that nothing 
but pecuniary rewards 
will . do—ra- 
wards paid in money, not in the mere 
liberation of the world. 
"I take it for granted 
that 
those 
who nrgue thus do not slop to thinl' 
what that means. Do they mean that 
you must be paid, must be bribed, to 
make your contribution, a 
contribu- 
tion that costs you neither a drop of 
blood nor a tear.

Just 100 years ago today Henry Da- 


vlrt Thoreau, wrltor, philosopher, nat- 
uralist and Individualist, .was born in 
Concord. Mass.. 
And because of his 
intimate acquaintance with the rivers 
anil river banks In and around I^owe',1 
It Is always pleasant and Interesting to 
recall his story of "A Week on Lhe Con- 
cord and Merrlmack Rivers." 
Thoreau was born July 12, 1817, at 
Concord, ot French parentage. From 
his early boyhood he waa a lover ot 
nature, and tlie peaceful countiy tov.-n 
In which he spent practically all his 
life was especially suitable for the fos- 
tering of that Intimacy of natural I'.ro 
which It was his good fortune to have. 
Tie waa graduated from 
Harvard 
In 
1837, and was not considered unusually 
brilliant In any ot his courses.

But these were not collected anr 
ruhlished until after his death, and th 
onl>- two books which he did publisf 
were "Walden" and "A Week on In 
Concord nnd Mcrrimack River.'," It I 
in this latter thnt Lowell people hav 
found tho most Interest.
